if two evil ones be joined together, tis 
a bad Conjunction, and ſignifies Misfor- 
tune to the Querent, if the Conjunction 
happens in that Part of the 3 "Wy that 
belongs to the Querent's Buſineſs 

A Sextile is when Planets are two 
whole Signs, or 60 Degrees Diſtance ; 
tor you mult know, that zo Degrees 
make a Sign, it being the . Part of 
the Z,odiack, as Jupiter in the firſt De- 
gree of Aries, and Venus in the firſt De- 
gree of Gemini; here Jupiter and Venus 
are in Sextile, becauſe they are two 
Signs 
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Signs diſtant, which is 60 Degrees. Now 
this Aſpect is very good, becauſe it is 
made by the two fortunate Planets. 

A 9uartile, or Square, is when Planets 
are three Signs, or 90 Degrees diſtant, 
being the 4th Part of the iack, as 
Saturn in the 5th Degree of Aries, and 
Mars in the 4th Degree of Cancer. This 
Aſpett is very evil, and worſe by being 
both evil Planets. 

A Trine Aſpect is when Planets are 
four Signs, ar 120 Degrees diſtant, it 
being one third Part of the Zodiack, as 
Mars one Degree in Aries, and Jupiter 
in one Degree of Leo. This is owned 
by all Aſtrologers to be the beſt of Af 
pets, and even one of perfect Friend- 
ſhip, and much better: than the Sextile. 

An Oppoſition is when Planets are ſix 
Signs, or 180 Degrees diſtant, it being 
half the Circle of the Zodiack, as Mars 
in Aries, and Yenus in Libra, this being 
the very worſt of Aſpects, and therefore 
accounted a Token of perfect Hatred; 


1o that in a Queſtion between the Que- 
rent and his Sweetheart, if the Lord of 


the ſeventh Houſe is in Oppoſition to 
the Lord of the Aſcendant, inſtead of 
Love from her, he can expect nothing 
but Affronts, Ingratitude, and downright
